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1. At Ianca, near Braila in the Baragan plain, a large military airport was 
established in the summer of 1950 for the use of the Soviet Air Force. 
All facilities were built underground, including hangars, repair shops, and 
& radio station. " 

@e The Otopeni airport has been improved to permit its uge by heavy bombers, The 

runways have been extended about six kilometers (sic) towards the town of Tuneri. 
This airport was originally built by the Germans, and is located about 15 
kilometers fron Buchareste 


3. The Pipera airport, also on tho outskirts of Bucharest, has been modernized 
to fit it for use by fighter planes. In the summer of 1950, about three 
hundred Yak fighters were stationed here. Among airport personnel, it was 
rumored that jet fighters were shortly to arrive from the Soviet Union. 


4. At Caransebes, between Timisoara and Turnul Severin, a small airport was 
established in the summer of 1950, for use by transport planes flying between 
Bucharest and the various military commends in Rumania. 


5. In the moumtains near Curansebes, guided missile sites are being established. 
The Caransebes airport is used by aircraft engaged in a courier service 
between Bucharest and these guided missile sights. 


6. At Focsani, an aviation training school has been established to train 
Rumanian pilots. Instructors at this school received their om training in 
the Soviet Union. Uther aviation training centers are located at Zilistea 
(Buzau), Tecuci, and Medias. 


7» The former Pantelimon aviation school of Bucharest has been transformed into 
a modern training sehool for parachutists, complete with towers for practice 
jumps. Several thousand students, recruited from loyal Communist youth, receive 
parachute instruction, special gymnastics, and exhaustive training in the use 
of weapons. 


8 At Stalin (formerly Brasov), the airfield of the IAR aircraft company is 
being used to train Rumanian pilots in the use of jet aircraft. 
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
